God's Worſhip. Should a Man who 
is Redeemed, immediately fell himſelf 
into Slavery again, no Body would 
taink that he valued his Redemption, 
or thought that the Perſon who Re- 
deemed him had done him any real 
kindneſs : And thus you requite God's 
Goodneſs to you, if you neglect his 
Worſhip now you have the opportuni- 
ties of it : You fell your Souls into a 
new State of Slavery, by denying 
them the Glorious Liberty 2nd Pri- 


vilege of Worſhipping God and their 
Saviour. 


But 
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But there is ſomething more to be 
obſerved with reference to the Solemn 
Times of IP. — Solemn 
appointed Times igt Wor- 
ſhip, are Times of Reſt; a Bodily 
Reſt from all our Bodily Labours, 
that we may have the greater Freedom 
and Liberty for the Worſhip of God. 
The Seventh-day Sabbath was Inſtituted 
by God in Remembrance that he 
finiſhed all the Works of Creation in 
Six days, and reſted on the Seventh, 
and therefore be bleſs d the Sevesth day 
and hallowed it; that is, made it a 
Day of Reſt, ro meditate on the 
Works of God, and to give Him the 
Praiſes of them. But, beſides this, 
God aſligns another Reaſon why he fo 
ſtrictly commanded the Fews to obſerve 
the Sabbatick Reſt, and that was, in 
Remembrance of their Redemption out 
of Slavery, that. God had delivered 
them out of Feypt with a mighty Hand, 
and an outſtretched Arm : And there- 
fore they were to reſt the Seventh 
Day, becauſe God had given them reſt 
from all their Labours; a Delive- * 
rance which. they were always to re- 
member, and to blcſs God for. Now 
this is literally your Caſe: God hath 
* Redeem d 


* ought to be to God for his great 
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Redeem'd you out of Slavery, and 
given you Reſt; and therefore you 
ought to obſerve God's Days of Reſt, 
as for other Reaſons common to all 
Chriſtians, which I ſhall not now in- 
fiſt on, fo particularly ia a Thank- 
ful Remembrance of that Reſt which 
God hath now given you. A Scrious 
Conſideration of theſe Things would 
certainly make you very Devout Wor- 
ſhip; ers of God. 


But there is one Piece of Religion 
which Men of your Profeſſion are ge- 


nerally very faulty in; and this is a 
very proper to mind you of 
it: I mean that Reverence which

but with the preciow Blood of Chrift 
as of a Lamb without Blemiſh, and 
without Spor. And thus alſo we are 
not our own, for we are Faught with 
a Price, and therefore mult glorify 
God both with our Bodies and with our 
Spirits which are God's. But then 
God challengeth the Obedience of 
Fuel by another Title, that they were 
Redeemed by him from Slavery and 
Bondage. Thus he Prefaces the Ten 
Commandments, and makes this a pe- 
culiar Reafon and Foundation of their 
Obedience, I am the Lord thy God 
which brought thee out of the Land of 
, out of the Houſe of Bondage : 
therefore obſerve all theſe Laws 
which I now give thee ; for this Rea- 
ſon muſt extend to them all. I need 
not tell you that this is literally your 
Caſe : You are under all the fame 
Obligations to obey the Laws of 
God that all other Chriſtians are un- 
der; but this is peculiar to you, that 
God hath Redeem d ou Low 57 
of bodily Slavery, as ems;

And now, Beloved, to inforce all 
this, I will deſire you to conſider 
whether upon a ſerious Review of 
your paſt Lives, you have not Rea- 
ſon to attribute this terrible Aſſliction 
which God brought on you, to his 
jaſt and righteous Judgment, in pu- 
niſhing your former or contempt 
of his Worſhip, and pr ation of 
his Name ; and ſuch other Vices as 
too many of your Profeſſion are guil- 


Far be it from me, ro expound the 
ſevere Providences of God as an Accuſa- 
tion againſt the Miſerable and Affficted, 
who ſuffer by them ; our Saviour has 
taught us better, not to think, that 


B thoſe 
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choſe who ſuffer in ſo extraordinary 2 
manner are Sinners than thoſe 
who eſcape ſuch Sufferings : Think 
Jou that thoſe on whom the Tower of Si- 
| loam fell, were greater Sinners than 
all * dwelt at jeruſalem? * tell you 
nay, but exc e Repent, J like- 
wie Peri,” ut = God hath very 
wiſe and juſt Reaſons for what he 
does; and ir becomes Men who ſuffer 
ſuch hard Things, to conſider whether 
they have not deſerved them, and 
whether they cannot read their Sin in 
their 1 * And ſuch Suffer- 
ings generally awaken Mens Conſci- 
1 and an awakened Conſcience 
is very apt to tell us for what Reaſons 
ſuch Evils befall us. Now if upon 
ſuch an Examination you find Reaſon 
ro think that God did fell you into 
Slavery, in Puniſhment of your former 
Wickedneſs ; ſince he has now been ſo 
Gracious to you, as to deliver you, 
2 have great reaſon to have a care 

w you provoke him again; as our 
Saviour adviſed that Man whom he 
had cured, Sin 0 more, left a worſe 
Thing come unto you. God has more 

ways 
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ways than one of puniſhing incorti- 
* Sinners; an] your Proſeſſion 
* ou into che ſame Dangers again; 
you prove unthankful ro God 
dr your preſent Deliverance, you 
may quickly find a ſecond Slavery, 
without a ſecoad Redemption. 


To haſten to a Concluſion. That 
great benefit you have received from 
Chriſtian Charity, ſhould make you 

in love with ſo excellent a Grace as 
Charity ; in love with that Religion 
which teaches ſo Divine a Virtue, 
and with that God who commands 
the Exerciſe of ic, and with that 
Bleſſed Jeſus who was ſo great a Pa- 
tern and Example of it himfelf. To 
this you owe your Liberty, and all 
the Bleſſings of it „which are much 
more — * than a Life of Slave- 
ry. And ſhould not this teach you to 
practice all the inſtances of Kindneſs 


and Goodneſs which you are capable 
of : To do no Maa any injury, but 
to be kind and obliging ro all, an4 
to do all the good Offices which 
are in 


your Power. Without tins

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Chriſtian Goodneſs and Charity, you 
had been Slaves ſtill; and if yon 
value yout Liberty, expreſs your 
Thankfulneſs to God and Men, 
the Practice of that Virtue to whi 
you owe it. 


In a Word : *Tis not only the Cha. 
rity of private Chriſtians, but the 


care the Government hath taken of 


you, to which you owe your Liber. 
ty: And therefore pray conſider what 
it is you owe your Country, (ua.) 


to be Loyal to your Prince, Obediem 


to Government, ready to defend it 
againſt all Enemies with your Lives 
and Liberties, which you owe to your 
Country. They redeemed you, that 
ou might ſerve them, not as Slaves, 
t as free-born Subjects; on wham 
they will never fail ro beſtow all 
Marks of Favour as you fhall deferve 
it. 


And now, Beloved Chriſtians, - let 
us who have never fallen under theſe 


Calamities, thank God for it, and 


thank God for the Redemption of theſe

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our Chriſtian Brethren and Fellow Sub- 
jects; and be always ready to extend 
our Charity to thoſe who ſuffer ſuch 
Miſeries in Service of their Country.
